He subsequently demanded the 
missing material and was told 
by Justice Department officials 
that they ‘‘didn’t exist,” he said, 
The court action yesterday vir¬ 
tually assured W eisberg of 
material needed to complete the 
final chapter of a book on the 
King assassination*

Weisberg's book, soon to be 
published, "will prove con¬
